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DETERMINE PRIMARY 
ARTILLERY FUSE TYPE 


Experts Find Three Designs 
Necessary For Further 
Development 


TESTS ARE CONTINUOUS 


S a result of post-war developments of 

artillery fuse designs, three primary 
types of fuses have been determined upon 
by Army ordnance experts as necessary for 
further development in order to meet the 
present-day demands of the artillery arms 
of the Service. The three types are: 

1. A combination superquick and short- 
delay point fuse for mobile weapons. 

2. A delayed action base fuse for armor- 
piercing projectiles for the larger caliber 
seacoast guns. 

3. An anti-aircraft time fuse which 
would function independent of atmospheric 
conditions and which would operate through 
a sufficient length of time to.use the full 
power of any anti-aircraft gun to be placed 
in service. 

First—The combination superquick and 
short-delay fuse was required to be a bore 
safe fuse in which the primer, or fulminite 
detonator, could explode before the fuse 
cleared the muzzle of the piece and yet 
would fail to cause a detonation or explo- 
sion of the shell charge. It should give 
superquick action equivalent to the French 
I.A.L. fuse and delay action equivalent to 
the short-delay French fuses, our Mark IV 
and Mark V fuses (black head). The fuse 
should, if practicable, be suitable for all 
sizes of point-fused mobile projectiles, so 
that but one type should be required for 
production. It should be simple and rugged 
in construction, so that it would be possi- 
ble to produce it in required quantities in 
case of an emergency. 


SATISFACTORY RESULTS 


The E-13 Model IV fuse has been devel- 
oped to meet these requirements. It has 
passed all shop tests devised to test the 
bore safety features. It has been tested at 
the Aberdeen Proving Grounds with satis- 
factory results in the 75 mm. field gun for 
functioning. Tests in the outer zones of 
the 155 mm. Tlowitzer have been generally 
satisfactory, but too many “duds” have 
been encountered in the inner zones. For 
a time trouble was encountered in ricochet 
action in the 75 mm. gun, but this appears 
to lave been overcome. 

On account of some difficulties encoun- 

tered in the manufacture of a Service test 
lot of these fuses it has been feared that 
the design would prove too complicated for 
a standard Service type. The details of 
this design were recently referred to the 
Cleveland District Office for criticism and 
opinion as to difficulties of production. A 
preliminary report received from the Cleve- 
land office gives a decidedly favorable opin- 
ion of the fuse. 
_ Considering variations in shapes and ve- 
locities, it does not appear practicable to 
fit all sizes and types of point-fused shell 
With a single type of fuse. It is proposed 
to ship shell with fuses attached, at least 
in the smaller calibers. Consideration is 
therefore being given to the development of 
a fuse of larger diameter to fit the calibers 
larger than 105 mm. and perfect the pres- 
ent fuse for the divisional weapons. 

A Service test lot of E-13 Mod. IV fuses 
has been ordered from Pacatinny Arsenal 
for firing from the 75 mm. gun, Model 1920. 

Second—The fuse for A.P. projectiles 
was required to be bore safe and to give 
delayed action behind armor plate without 
regard to striking angle and other condi- 
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SECRETARY OF NAVY IGNORES 


COMPTROLLER GENERAL DECISION 


N defiance of the decision of the Comp- 

troller General, the Secretary of Navy 
on April 1 announced that he had directed 
the disbursing officer to pay the claim of 
Aviation Chief Machinist’s Mate Willie 
Perry Conway, which has been the subject 
of a controversy between the Department 
and the general accounting office for almost 
three years. It is apparent, observers de- 
clare, that a clear issue has been drawn 
between the Secretary of Navy and the 
Comptroller General. After an almost end- 
less correspondence between the Comptrol- 
ler General and the Navy Department, the 
Secretary has accepted the opinion of the 
Attorney General as to his authority to 
really administer the affairs of the Navy 
Department, they hold. 

“he case opened with a notice to Con- 
way from the Navy allotment officer on 
July 10 to the effect that under the Act 
of July 1, 1922, that he had not been 
legally transferred to the Naval Reserve. 
After applying to the Navy Department 
for his retainer fee without any success, he 
appealed to the general accounting officer. 
His claim was disallowed by the Comptrol- 
ler General on August 13, 1922. The 
Comptroller General took the position that 
he was not legally a member of the Naval 
Reserve and, therefore, not entitled to re- 
tainer pay. 


ASKED FOR OPINION 


The then Secretary of Navy, Edwin 
Denby, did not agree with the Comptroller 
General’s decision, and on September 12, 
1923, asked the Attorney General for an 
opinion as to the status of Conway. After 
considering the subject carefully, the At- 
torney General, on July 17, 1924, stated 
that, in his opinion, the Secretary of Navy 
and no one else, was authorized to deter- 
mine the qualifications of men serving in 
the Regular Navy who were eligible for 
transfer to the Fleet Naval Reserve. ‘The 
action of the Secretary, the Attorney Gen- 
eral insisted, was binding upon himself, as 
well as other officials of the Government. 

While Secretary Wilbur stated that he 
was of the same opinion, as the head of 
the Department of Justice, after four 
months’ delay, on November 15 he asked 
the Comptroller General to review the de- 
cision of August 13, 1923, taking into con- 
sideration the Attorney General’s opinion 
of July 17, 1924. The Comptroller Gen- 
eral rendered another decision on Novem- 
ber 24, 1924, advising the Secretary of 
Navy that the Conway case was not cov- 
ered by the Attorney General’s opinion. 
He incidentally sustained his previous de- 
cesion. The Secretary of Navy then sub- 


mitted the case of Conway to the Attor- 
ney General for an opinion, and on Febru- 
ary 5 Attorney General Harlan F. Stone, 
now member of the United States Supreme 
Bench, rendered a second opinion from the 
Department of Justice, in which he stated 
specifically that Conway was legally a 
member of the Naval Reserve. He closed 
with the declaration that: 

“To hold otherwise would be merely to 
substitute one man’s opinion (Comptroller 
General McCarll) for another’s (Secretary 
of the Navy, Denby) upon what, at most, 
is a debatable question and to overturn 
upon what would appear to me to be tech- 
nical and unsubstantial considerations, ac- 
tion taken in good faith by your predecessor, 
to the prejudice of an innocent man who 
has acquired a status as a result of such 
action.’ 


REFERRED CASE AGAIN 


Still hoping that the Comptroller General 
might reverse his decision, the Secretary of 
Navy referred the case again to the Comp- 
troller General. Instead of going into the 
legal question involved, the Comptroller 
General assumed an “I am the Govern- 
ment” attitude and declared that he was 
not bound by the opinion of the Attorney 
General. 

In the course of this communication, he 
said: “In view of the fact that opinions 
of the Attorney General are advisory only 
and lack the force of a judicial determina- 
tion, such opinions, while because of their 
high source, are entitled to and are ac- 
corded by this office, full consideration, 
must be accepted only as advocating the 
views and urging the action therein sug- 
gested. To accept such opinions as in 
any manner decisive or binding upon this 
office so as to control its action upon any 
matter properly for its decision would be 
in violation of the plain terms of the ap- 
plicable statutes.” 

It is believed in some circles that the 
action of the Secretary of Navy may not 
end the case. If the Comptroller General 
carries out the threat in the last paragraph 
of his letter, he will check the pay of the 
disbursing officer for the amount which he 
pays to Conway. The paragraph from the 
Comptroller’s letter referred to in this con- 
nection reads: 

“On further consideration, this office 
must adhere to the views heretofore an- 
nounced and any payments to Conway as 
a transferred member of the Fleet Naval 
Reserve, or his attempted transfer of July 
12, 1922, will be disallowed in disbursing 
officers’ accounts.” 





ORGANIZE HOSPITAL UNITS 


IVE hospitals in Washington, D. C., in 

accordance with the War Department 
policy which provides for the organization 
of military hospital units in the staffs of 
civilian institutions, have been given au- 
thority to organize military hospital units. 
They are Providence Hospital, Emergency 
Hospital, Georgetown University Hospital, 
Garfield Hosnital and George Washington 
University Hospital. 

The reserve officers in command of these 
hospitals and their military designation 
are as follows: Providence (Evacuation 
hospital No. 30), Charles C. Marbury, 
commanding; Garfield (General hospital 
No. 74), Col. L. H. Reichelderfer, com- 
manding: Emergency (Evacuation hospi- 
tal No. 31). Col. James F. Mitchell, com- 
manding: George Washington (General 
hospital No. 75). Col. Wm. J. Mallory, 
commanding; and Georgetown (General 
hospital No. 51), commanding officer not 
named. 


SUSPENSION REMOVED 


UNDER the decision of the Comptroller 

General, dated October 10, 1924, with 
respect to pay for specialist ratings of en- 
listed men receiving pay at rates pre- 
seribed in the Act of June 4, 1920, under 
the saving clause, the General Accounting 
Office is suspending the difference between 
the old and new rates of pay for fifth class 
specialist. $2.00 per month, on payments 
made prior to the date of this decision. 
That decision, it is nointed out by those 
fully conversant with this case, was in 
plain conflict with the War Department 
understanding of prior decisions. The 
Genera] Accounting Office has recently ad- 
vised that suspensions against payments 
made prior to October 10, 1924, will be 
removed. 

Whe announcement that the suspension ban 
against these payments has been removed 
will be issued to the Service by the Finance 
Department under a finance memorandum 
this week.

Allege President Exceeded 
Authority In Limiting 
Guard Drills 


MAY ASK COURT RULING 








HE withdrawal of the order suspending 

the payment of armory drills for the 
National Guard under the deficiency act, 
by the President, does not close the inci- 
dent, according to well-informed authorities 
on the reception of the action by the Na- 
tional Guard. 'The limitation of 48 drills, 
placed in the new order of the President, 


it is stated, will eventually bring the ques- 
tion before the court for a decision. — hat 
the President exceeded his authority in the 


original order withholding National Guard 
drill pay, is the opinion held by General 
Ansell and a number of other attorneys 
who have been giving some thought to 
the question. Although it has not been 
yet determined and will not until Mat. Soe. 
George C. Rickards, chief of the Militia 
Bureau, has completed his investigation, 
it is believed that some of the National 
Guard units have already exceeded the limit 
of 48 drills fixed by the President. If this 
is true, the Comptroller General, a 
his policy, will doubtless check the pay 0 
some of the members of the National Guard. 
Such an action will form the basis of a 
suit in the Court of Claims and eventually 
reach the Supreme Court of the United 
States for a decision, it is said. 


MAY TEST VALIDITY 


Even if the Comptroller General should 
not take this action, it is stated that a 


‘number of leaders of the National Guard 


are discussing other means of testing the 
validity of the refusal of the President to 
expend the money which was appropriated 
by Congress for the support of the National 
Guard. Not only is the question of the 
expenditure of the deficiency appropriation 
of $1,332,000 for the fiscal year of 1925 
involved, but also the appropriation of 
$1,742,000 in excess of the Director of the 
Budget’s estimates for the fiscal year of 
1926. The Director of the Budget is as- 
suming the same attitude toward this ap- 
propriation and the National Guard lead- 
ers fear that the ee of economy may 
go further and reduce the appropriations 
for other features of maintaining the Na- 
tional Guard. The entire National Guard 
is threatened, according to the views of 
some of the prominent leaders of the Na- 
tional Guard Association. In some quar- 
ters it is held that if this precedent is al- 
lowed to stand a President could refuse 
to expend money for the maintenance of 
the entire ——— naval establishment 
after Congress d made the necessary 
apnropriations. 

In response to the request of the Army 
AND Navy JOURNAL, General Ansell gives 
the caper py his opinion of the original 
order of the President, withholding National 
Guard armory drill pay: 

“T can state my opinion within brief 
compass. It is that the matter is not one 
that Congress has entrusted to the jud«~ 
ment and discretion of the President and 
that, such being the case, such action not 
only disregards the act of Congress but at 
the same time violates the Constitution it- 
self. Such action involves serious consié- 
eration of constitutional government and 
must have been taken without the efit 
of advice of the Attorney General or other 
comnetent legal authority. - Regardless of: 
the Budget act or any other restraint which

tions of impact. The fuse was required to 
be as rugged as the projectile and always 
to function with a delay after impact. 

Shortly after the armistice a new policy 
in furnishing seacoast projectiles was put 
into effect, only the type formerly known 
as shot (A.P. projectiles tested against cali- 
ber plate and in future at oblique angles) 
would be furnished for primary seacoast 
armament for use against armored targets. 

The fuse developed to meet these require- 
ments in the Mark X. This fuse met Ser- 
vice test requirements and has been declared 
standard for manufacture. In the produc- 
tion of the fuse some difficulties have been 
encountered. The delay train contained an 
ingredient which does not stand storage in 
an entirely satisfactory manner and the 
Semple plungers have not functioned with 
the degree of *sureness desired. 

Steps are now under way to correct both 
of these unsatisfactory features. It has 
been found desirable to cut the delay time 
of this fuse to approximately half the time 
formerly required; this will no doubt as- 
sist in solving the problem of the delay 
train. Satisfactory tests have been made 
with this shorter delay produced on an ex- 
ponmentes seale. This fuse is in produc- 
ion. 

ANTI-AIRCRAFT FUSE 


Third—The requirements for an anti-air- 
eraft fuse have not inciuded a requirement 
for bore safety, since such fuses have been 
used in connection with bore safe boosters, 
a considerable quantity of which are avail- 


able. 

‘The principal drawbacks of powder fuses 
used in anti-aircraft work have been wide 
variations in time and a percentage of 
duds when fired to great altitudes and 
variations in time due to changes in at- 
mospherie conditions. The features desired 
are uniformity of timing regardless of at- 
mospheric conditions or elevation of the gun 
and a greater length of time than has usu- 
ally been reliably obtained with powder 
fuses. 

To meet these requirements several 
lines of development have been followed or 
considered. 

Attempts have been made to perfect the 
time fuse with mobile artillery shrapnel 
(21-sec. Comb. Model 1907). Tests have 
been conducted with fuses in which the 
time trains have been burned under an 
increased pressure, likewise under regu- 
lated pressure. From the results obtained 
thus far it does not appear that an ade- 
quate solution will be attained by follow- 
ing these lines of experiment. 

A more interesting line of investigation 
has been found in the use of “slagging 
powders.” A composition has been found 
which seems to be nearly independent of 
atmospheric pressure and which will burn 
when loaded in fuses and spun at speeds 
encountered in anti-aircraft use. This 
composition has given some interesting re- 
sults when burned at pressures which 
might be encountered in service use and 
has shown a marked freedom from influ- 
ence of reductions in barometric pressures 
and a high rate of spin. 

This line of investigation while distinct- 
ly encouraging has not been pushed far 
enough to indicate whether or not it will 
furnish an acceptable solution of the anti- 
aircraft fuse problem. 

During and since the World War the 
Ordnance Department has encouraged the 
development of mechanical time fuses. 

The Waltham time fuse produced in 
quantity during the war does not operate 
satisfactorily in the 8-inch gun with a 
twist of 1 turn.in 25 calibres. Partly on 
account of the difficulty with the high rate 
of spin; the twist of rifling in anti-aircraft 
guns of this caliber has been reduced. 
With ‘reduced spin the design of mechani- 
cal time fuses has made considerable prog- 
ress. Three of the four companies inter- 
ested in this work during the war have 
dropped the work, leaving the field in the 
United States entirely to the Chelsea Clock 
Company. This company has during the 


past year submitted samples on a con- 
tract with the Ordnance Department which 
have approached our requirements. 

We have just completed negotiations 
with the company for a trial lot of fuses 
for service test, and if this test proves 
satisfactory the Department will procure 
mechanical fuses to meet current require- 
ments. 

Samples of two foreign designs of me- 
chanical time fuses are due for delivery 
during this calendar year for test at the 
Proving Ground. 

The mechanical time fuse is considered 
to be the best type for anti-aircraft pur- 
poses, and if the production costs can be 
held down, and it appears possible to ac- 
complish this, the mechanical time fuse 
will, no doubt, come into general use for 
high altitude firing.

GENERAL HINES LEAVES 
FOR HAWAIL TOMORROW 


Mé4z. GEN. JOHN L. HINES, Chief of 
Staff of the Army, will leave for San 
Francisco tomorrow, April 5, to act with 
Adm. Coontz as Chief Umpire of the Ha- 
waiian Grand Joint Exercises. General 
Hines will sail from San Francisco on Adm. 
Coontz’ flagship, the Seattle, for Honolulu 
on April 12. General Hines will inspect 
Fort D. A. Russell at Cheyenne, and Fort 
Douglas, at Salt Lake City, en route. 

Prior to his departure, General Hines 
authorized the following statement : 

“The chief purpose of the Hawaiian exer- 
cises is to train both the Army and Navy 
forces in joint operation in order that they 
may become practiced in co-operating with 
each other. If this purpose is realized even 
if only partially, the maneuvers will have 
been highly successful. 

“Any serious war that this nation may 
be unfortunate enough to engage in will 
be a joint Army and Navy operation on a 
broad scale, and will call forth numerous 
joint operations for a more defined scope. 

“For many reasons much difficulty has 
always been experienced in joint operations 
during war. Failures have been only too 
common. They have been especially com- 
mon in the early portions of a great war. 

“This is due to the fact that during war 
the tendency is to increase co-operation, 
whereas during peace there is too much sep- 
aration and lack of contact. This lack of 
contact is true to some extent of the vari- 
ous military elements within the Army 
itself. One of our major Military prob- 
lems since the World War has been not 
only to bring the Regular Army, National 
Guard and Organized Reserves closer to- 
gether so that they will think and act as 
one Army, but to make the various arms— 
Infantry, Cavalry, Artillery and Air Serv- 
ice—even in the Regular Army, realize 
their dependence upon each other. Not a 
single element of the National defense is 
self-sufficient. 

“Talking about co-operation will not pro- 
duce it. It can only be obtained by work- 
ing and training together in actual exer- 
cises. Joint maneuvers are as essential for 
the Army and Navy during peace for suc- 
cess in war, as practice by an orchestra 
is for a harmonious concert. 

“The maneuvers are not expected by the 
War Department to produce any dramatic 
action, nor reveal any startling new offen- 
sive or defensive facts. But they are ex- 
pected to make up in practical value for 
whatever they may lack in sensation or 
color. We are not trying to stage a circus. 
but to conduct an actual war game of bene- 
fit to participants, rather than of amuse- 
ment to spectators.” 








FOREIGN POWERS FOR 
CHEMICAL WARFARE 


‘European Nations and Japan 
Prepare Gas Offensive 
and Defense 


NO RESTRICTION ON USE 


A PERUSAL of the activities of the for- 
eign powers relative to the defensive 
and offensive use of gas warfare, indicates 
that they all recognize the necessity for 
preparedness in chemical warfare. The 
clause in the Limitation of Armaments 
Treaty has not yet been put into effect 
through exchange of ratifications, with the 
resulting consequence that it is, therefore, 
not binding upon the signatory powers. 
Even if the Treaty were ratified, it is 
pointed out, there would be no assurance 
that some other power would not employ 
gas. ‘That necessity for preparedness in 
chemical warfare is recognized by most na- 
tions is easily seen from the following brief 
statements of their activities: 


ENGLAND WELL ORGANIZED 


The Chemical Warfare Service of Eng- 
land is well organized under a Chemical 
Warfare Committee, headed alternately by 
an officer of the Army or Navy, and com- 
posed of officers of the Army, Navy and Air 
Service, and scientists. The knowledge of 
the leading scientists of the country is used 
in the investigations being carried on at 
colleges and commercial factories, as well 
as at the central chemical warfare station 
at Porton Field. 

The latest English field service regula- 
tions provide for an extensive use of gas, if 
its employment is once decided upon by the 
responsible authorities at the outbreak of 
the war, and indicate appreciation of its 
great value as a weapon of warfare. 

France appears to consider that chemical 
warfare will exert a great influence on fu- 
ture wars and has organized three sections 
in the War Department to handle chemical 
warfare matters: 

(a) Bureau of Inspection of Gas Defense 
Material. 

(b) Administrative Section. 

(ce) Technical and Material Section. 

The Technical and Material Section is 
sub-divided for the study of defensive 
measures against gas and the offensive use 
of gas. This section works in close touch 
with the chemical industries of the country. 
A school is maintained in Paris to train offi- 
cers in gas defense, who, in turn, train the 
student officers of the smaller units. 

Germany. by the Treaty of Versailles, is 
prohibited from making active preparations 
for offensive chemical warfare, but, in pos- 
sessing the world’s largest dye and chemical 
industry, the country is well prepared for 
an emergency. The 500,000 or more newly- 
manufactured gas masks now stored in the 
German arsenals have a_ significance. 
Further, it is understood that a department 
of the War Ministry. devoted to chemical 
warfare, is maintained. 

Japan has been very active in learning 
the possibilities of chemical warfare, and 
the methods being developed in the various 
countries for applying it. Within the past 
year she has sent special commissions to 
this and to other countries to study the 
question, and a late reduction in her Army 
was renorted to have been made for the pur- 
pose of using the funds thus made available 
on her Air and Chemical Warfare Services. 
The chemical industry is subsidized by the 
Government, thus praviding for manufac- 
ture of chemical warfare materials in emer- 
gency. Research is being carried on in 
Army medical and scientific institutions. 


SOVIETS DEVELOP C. W. 8. 


Russia has been active in organizing for 
chemical warfare. She has established a 
Chemical Warfare Service which, according 
to Soviet newspapers, is expected to be 
more effective than the other fighting 
branches. There are many reports that con- 
siderable quantities of poisonous gas are 
being manufactured in Russia for the use of 
the Army. but few reports are seen of its 
actual use, except in maneuvers where a 
number of casualties have occurred in con- 
nection with tests. There is evidence that 
Germany is assisting Russia to a consider- 
able extent in her chemical development. 

Italy has a separate Chemical Warfare 
Service similar to that of the United States. 
Use is made of the knowledge of the scien- 
tists of the country in research and devel-

opment methods of chemical warfare 
service also includes a small combat fo 
and a school for instruction in chemien 
warfare.

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NAT. GUARD ADJUTANT 
SUGGESTIONS GIVEN 


Recommendations Made By 
School of Instruction 
Announced 


DESIRE GUARD RESERVE 


S was announced in last week’s ARMY 
anp NAvy JOURNAL, the following is 


a continuation of the recommendations 
adopted at the School of Instruction for 
the Adjutants General of the several 
states, held in Washington, D. C., from 


March 5 to 10. Further recommendations 
will be printed next week. 

“Tt is recommended that a surplus of 
ten per cent above peace strength be kept 
on hand within the State. 

“It is recommended that requisitions 
for replacement be made not oftener than 
once each quarter and that special requisi- 
tions be reduced to the minimum and that 
an effort be made to have all requisitions 
submitted at least sixty days before the 
end of the fiscal year. 

“It is recommended that the present 
method of accounting for Federal property 
be endorsed as satisfactory. 

“It is recommended that the present 
method of handling and disposing of sur- 
veys of Federal property be indorsed as 
satisfactory. 

“It is recommended that the issue of 
renovated shoes be discontinued as inadvis- 
able and that the issue of slightly worn 
and renovated clothing is advisable. 


URGE NEW SHOE ISSUE 


“It is recommended that one pair of 
shoes be issued to each soldier on enlist- 
ment and that such shoes be neither from 
renovated or repaired stock, but new; 
such shoes to be accounted for on charge 
sheets or survey, if missing from soldier’s 
equipment during his current enlistment, 
and to be dropped upon discharge of sol- 
dier and become his personal property. 
Shoes dropped should be included in an 
annual allowance to each State for this 
purpose, 

“It is recommended that funds be ap- 
propriated for the establishment of ranges 
at one-company stations and that such 
appropriation be based on an average of 
eight hundred dollars per unit for a three- 
year period, and that an average be estab- 
lished instead of a fixed maximum at sta- 
tions where two or more companies or 
units are stationed, requiring small-arm 
range facilities. 

“It is urgently and strongly recom- 
mended that superimposed letters showing 
State designations on the letters “U. S.” 
be removed from collar insignia and that 
plain “U. S.” be worn, as the regimental 
numbers, shoulder patches and _ shields 
identify the State from which each organ- 
ization comes, 

“It is recommended that the issue of 
extra breeches to enlisted men in the 
mounted service and also recommend the 
issue of extra cotton breeches to all troops 
where climatic conditions make imprac- 
ticable the use of woolen clothing in the 
summer camps. 


WANT FRANKING PRIVILEGE 


“It is strongly and urgently recom- 
mended that the franking privilege for 
official communications be extended to the 
National Guard. 

“Tt is recommended that the present 
system of auditing, by which accounts of 
the United States Property and Disburs- 
ing Officer are audited by Federal author- 
ities now in effect, is satisfactory and that 
the accounts of company and regimental 
units should not be audited by Federal 
agents. 

“It is recommended that no change be 
made in the present system of payment in 
the National Guard as it is believed to 
be generally satisfactory. It is further 
believed that the present system of hand- 
ling travel for Regular Army personnel is 
satisfactory. 

“It is recommended that the number of 
caretakers be based upon the amount of 
work incident to the proper care and up- 
keep of property issued to organizations 
rather than on the strength of such organ- 
izations. 

“It is recommended that the prescribed 
number of horses and mules for use of the 
National Guard be procured and issued. 


“It is recommended that, when neces- 
sary and advisable, the use of civilian 
caretakers be authorized. 

“It is recommended that all correspon- 
dence on matters affecting the National 
Guard shall be addressed to the Adjutant 
General of the State concerned, the only 
exception to be in those States which 
otherwise elect. . 

“It is recommended that all instructions, 
orders or regulations shall be held to be 
applicable only when made so by proper 
instructions from, by or through the Chief, 
Militia Bureau. 

“It is recommended, further, that so 
much of any War Department order, bul- 
letin, circular or mimeographed letter as 
it is desired to have apply to the admin- 
istration and supply of the National Guard 
should be republished by the Militia 
Bureau with suitable references or in the 
case of long printed orders, tables, and so 
forth, the Militia Bureau should make 
proper application of same by reference 
in the Militia Bureau circulars. 

“The latter procedure should also be 
followed when it is found necessary to 
make applicable, and require compliance 
with any pamphlet of the Army Regula- 
tions not specifically made so as to apply 
by express orders of the Secretary of War. 
Except as provided above, no orders, reg- 
ulations or other instructions shall be held 
to apply to and will not be complied with 
by the National Guard while it remains in 
the State service. 

“This prohibition shall include orders 
and instructions of whatever character 
emanating from the office of the chiefs 
of the branches, except such as have been 
republished by the Militia Bureau as pro- 
vided above.” 


QUESTION OF ARMORY 
DRILL PAY UNSETTLED

cers or employes of the United States in 
respect of requesting legislation, the legis: 
lative power remains full and undiminished 
in Congress subject to the President’s 
power of disapproval. Congress may, and 
upon proper oceasion should, legislate re- 
gardless of the Budget act or the Presi- 
dent’s recommendations, and the President 
may, if he is so disposed, disapprove any 
such legislation because of the manner in 
which it was obtained or for any. other 
reason, which, in his judgment, requires or 
justifies his disapproval. In this instance 
he approved the legislation and thus it be- 
came the law of the United States. The 
Constitution provides that “The executive 
power shall be vested in the President of 
tie United States of America” and fur- 
ther imposes upon him the obligation that 
“He shall take care that the laws be faith- 
fully executed.” This obligation faithfully 
to execute the law does not carry with it 
the power to say that he will not execute. 
In a celebrated case (Kendall vs. United 
States, 12 Pet. 524, decided in 1538), 
where the- Postmaster General failed to 
execute an act of Congress and urged that 
his. non-action was justified because the 
Postmaster General was alone subject to 
the direction and control of the President 
with respect to the duty imposed upon him 
by the particular act of Congress, and that 
the President had the right to forbid the 
execution of a statute, which right grew 
out of his obligation to take care that the 
laws be faithfully executed, the Supreme 
Court once and for all disposed of this 
theory of Executive power to dispense with 
executing an act of Congress, by saying: 

“(This is a doctrine that cannot receive 
the sanction of this court. It would he 
vesting in the President a dispensing power 
which has no grounds for its support in 
any part of the Constitution and is assert- 
ing a principle which, if carried out in its 
results to all cases falling within it, would 
be clothing the President with the power 
entirely to control the legislation of Con- 
gress and paralyze the administration of 
justice..’ 

“The court observed, however, that the 
President had disclaimed any such power.” 

At the direction of the Secretary of 
War, General Rickards on April 2 sent 
telegrams of instruction to the adjutant 
generals of the States and to the c« 
manding generals of the Corps Areas. The 
telegrams are identical, excepting that the 
Corps Area commanders are directed to 
submit at the earliest date a statement of 
the number of drills that the National 
Guard have held during the current fiscal 
year. The Corps Area commanders are 
also informed that the President expects to 
effect a substantial saving from the $1,332,-

WISCONSIN SUPREME 
COURT RULES ON N.G. 


Gives Status of Guardsmen 
Under Defense Act and 
State Law 


ROUSES MUCH INTEREST 


‘THE recent decision of the Supreme Court 

of Wisconsin in the case of State vs. 
Johnson, reported in 202 Northwestern Re- 
porter 191, is of interest because of its 
eareful discussion of the status of the Na- 
tional Guard under the National Defense 
Act. The Workmen’s Compensation Law 
of Wisconsin covers not only private em- 
ployes but also all persons “in the service 
of the state.” Pvt. Johnson, Company L, 
128th Infantry, Wisconsin National Guard, 
was injured while attending the 1923 Field 
Camp of Instruction. The Industrial Com- 
mission’ of Wisconsin, which administers 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act, awarded 
him compensation against the state on ac- 
count of the injury. 


The Attorney General of the State there- 
upon brought an action to review this 
award on the ground that under the Na- 
tional Defense Act. members of a National 
Guard are not in the service of a state but 
are in the service of the United States. 
The principle contention advanced in sup- 
port of this argument was that the Na- 
tional Defense Act has so Federalized the 
Guard that it must be considered part of 
the Army of the United States even when 
it has not been called into the service of 
the United States, and that it is no longer 
a part of the Militia as described in the 
Constitution. 


AWARD AFFIRMED 


The contention of the Attorney General 
was rejected by the Circuit and Supreme 
Courts and the award affirmed. The opin- 
ion of the Supreme Court states that we 
have always had in this country, two dis- 
tinct Military organizations, 


“the one, the National Army, created by Congress 
as the so-called standing Army, which is in con- 
stant service, and which is available at all times 
for the suppression of rebellions and insurrections, 
and for National defense in times of war, the other, 
the Militia, a state organization primarily in the 
service of the state, and subject to the call of 
the nation in the event of a national emergency. 
The National Army consists of professional soldiers, 
who are in the continuous service of the Govern- 
ment, while the members of the militia are taken 
from the rank and file of the people, all pursuing 
their respective avocations in life, but devoting 
a certain portion of their time to training, so 
as to enable them to perform effective service 
when called upon by the state in time of peace 
and by the National Government in times of a 
national emergency. 


: After reviewing the Military situation 
in this country, the opinion continues: * 


“Our experience during the Spanish-American 
War, in which the members of the Militia were 
ealled into Federal Service, has taught us that 
in order to insure a more effective potential force, 
in the form of a well-organized and disciplined 
militia, it would be necessary to extend to the 
Militia of the states an inducement which would 
ensure not only to the benefit of the various states, 
but also to the nation at such times when the 
Militia might be called into the Federal Service. 
This inducement consists of Federal aid to the 
states, under which the state military organiza- 
tions might be organized into proper units, of- 
ficered by capable and efficient officers, supported 
in a large measure fy Federal funds, and allo- 
eated to larger divisions, all in harmony with the 
general scheme that in the event of the happening 
of a National emergency the state Military units 
might be in a position to perform more efficient 
service.”’ 

The Court recognizes that a very material 
change with respect to the National Guard 
was made by the National Defense Act 
but says: 

‘“‘This change, however, while it effected a 
greater unification of the National Guard with the 
Federal Army, and created conditions which to 
a very large extent strengthened the Guards 
from the standpoint of efficiency, when they might 
be called upon by the Federal Government, did not 
in any respect weaken the Guard as a state 
organization, nor did it wipe out or eliminate its 
character as a distinctive state organization.”’ 


The opinion further points out that this 
conclusion is in harmony with the decisions 
of the state courts which have had occa- 
sion to pass upon the question and also 
with the rulings of the various Federal 
officials and Federal departments.

MAY RECONVENE COURT 
ON SHEARER INQUIRY 


FTER the report of the Court of Inquiry 

held at Brooklyn as the result of the 
revelations of William B. Shearer on the 
state of the Navy, has been in the Navy 
Department for about three months, an- 
nouncement was made on April 2 by the 
Secretary of Navy, that the court may be 
reconvened. There is an impression in 
some circles that interest has been taken 
in this case in administration circles out- 
side of the Navy. There is a mystery en- 
shrouding the entire affair and no expla- 
nation has been made why the case should 
be held up for so long, with the prospect 
that at this late date it may be reopened.. 
The Secretary stated that he had asked 
the Judge Advocate General to submit to 
him the two letters that were written by 
Capt. Hugo W. Osterhaus, then on duty 
at the War College, to Capt. Robert L. 
Berry, who was then in charge of Naval 
recruiting at New York. In one letter 
Captain Osterhaus describes a war game 
in which the American Fleet was defeated 
by the British, and in another reference is 
made to a report that an enlisted man of 
the American Fleet had served on the 
British Fleet. 

In the court it is stated that Mr. Shearer 
testified that, while Captain a | per- 
mitted him to read the letters, he did 
not know that they were copied and that 
Mr. Shearer was going to use them in ar- 
ticles which were written for publication. 
The testimony of Mr. Shearer completely 
exonerated both Captain Osterhaus and 
Captain Berry, but there is some one in 
authority who evidently is not satisfied 
with the recommendatiors of the court. It 
is pointed out that Shearer’s letters were 
used in the Congressional debates by the 
advocates of larger appropriations for the 
Navy and that there is a probability that 
the influence which has sought to reduce 
the strength of the Navy may be insisting 
that the officers be punished beyond the 
recommendations of the court.

WAR DEPARTMENT SETS 
POLICY FOR TROOP USE 


FREQUENT requests made to the War 

Department for the use of Regular 
Army troops for various purposés not in 
line of their military duties has compelled 
the War Department to enunciate a policy 
covering such requests. 

“The military forces of the United States 
cannot be regarded in the light of a labor 
force save in sudden emergencies of the 
gravest character,” says the War Depart- 
ment announcement. “This denies the 
employment of troops for the purpose of 
forest-fire fighting when civilian labor is 
available. The Regular Army, as always 
heretofore, is prepared to render promptly 
every possible aid and assistance within 
legal limits in the event of national or 
State disasters.” 

That the use of Army airplanes in forest- 
fire patrol may hamper the development of 
commercial aviation, which is considered an 
important factor in national defense, is 
also pointed out by the War Department. 

Under the new policy each specific re- 
quest for troops for emergency service will 
be considered on its merits, and in the 
event that such request is granted, the de- 
partment or other civilian agency will be 
required to reimburse the War Department 
for the expenses incurred by the troops in 
their “service.

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REVISE MANUAL ISSUED 
BY NAVIGATION BUREAU 


UE to recent legislation passed by 
Congress, it has been necessary to 

revise the Navigation Bureau's manual. 
Most of these affect the enlisted person- 
nel. The changes of the Bureau’s manual 
are now in the hands of the printer and 
will shortly be issued. 

The most important are as follows: 

(a) First enlistments authorized only 
at recruiting stations and Naval Training 
Stations; (b) Receiving Ships may not 
make first enlistments; (c) recruiting 
instructions issued from time to time will 
set forth term of enlistment, ratings to be 
taken and age limits; (d) to maintain 
continuous service requires re-enlistment 
within three months; (e) re-enlistments 
may be for four or six years only, at op- 
tion of man concerned; (f) re-enlistments 
under continuous service of men with per- 
manent appointments to be made in rating 
held at discharge; (g)  re-enlistments 
under continuous service with acting ap- 
pointment to be made in next lower rat- 
ing and an immediately issued acting 
appointment in rating held at discharge. 
(See Bu. Nav. Circular Letter 7-25); 
(h) after three months from discharge 
men may be re-enlisted only at places 
authorized to make first enlistments; (i) 
instructions in regard to payment of en- 
listment allowance and method of com- 
puting “time served” revised and made 
to agree with latest decisions; (j) exten- 
sions for one year may only be made for 
(1) completing necessary time for trans- 
fer to F.N.R., (2) to enter trade schools, 
or (3) for foreign duty when attached 
to a vessel ordered to a foreign station; 
(k) inviting attention to fact that exten- 
sion agreements must be entered into 
prior to date enlistment has in fact ex- 
pired; (1) instructions regarding enlist- 
ment allowances on extensions brought to 
agree with latest decisions; (m) no man 
to be transferred to F.N.R. until he has 
served two years on the enlistment (or 
two year extension of enlistment) in 
which serving at time of transfer, except 
those whose transfer is mandatory by 
operation of law.

NOTES FROM THE BATTLE FLEET 





[By Air Mail] 


HE annual force battle practice, con- 

ducted by units of the United States 
Fleet present in the Pacific, was held on 
Wednesday, March 25, about 50 miles west 
of San Pedro, Calif. 

All battleships of the Battle Fleet, with 
the exception of the U.S.S. Pennsylvania 
and New Mexico and including the 
Wyoming, participated in this practice. 
Several units of the Destroyer Squadrons, 
Battle Fleet, assisted by some of the de- 
stroyers from the Scouting Fleet also par- 
ticipated. Practically all types of planes 
attached to the Battle Fleet took part in 
this practice. 

Fortunately weather and sea conditions 
were favorable on the day set and the prac- 
tice was conducted in exact accordance 
with the schedule laid down. There were 
no casualties of any kind to ship or per- 
sonnel and the results of the practice were 
considered satisfactory. 

The practice was conducted by Adm, 8. 
S. Robison, U.S.N., Commander-in-Chief, 
Battle Fleet. Adm. R. E. Coontz, U.S.N., 
Commander-in-Chief, U. S. Fleet, with his 
statf, Rear Adm. C. F. Hughes, U.S.N., and 
a number of officers of other units of the 
Fleet witnessed the practice from the U.S.S. 
California. A limited number of civilians 
were permitted on each ship to witness 
the practice and about 35 newspaper cor- 
respondents and photographers were sent 
out to the practice on the U.S.S. Concord. 


ORDERS have been issued to the Fleet 

covering the passage from the San 
Diego-San Pedro Area to San Francisco 
on April 3. The Fleet units at San Diego 
got under way about 6 A. M., April 3, 
and were joined off San Pedro about noon, 
April 3, according to report. Fleet passed 
close to Point Fermin, near San Pedro, in 
order to permit people living in the vicinity 
of Los Angeles to witness the assembling 
of the Fleet. 

The combined Fleet is due to arrive in 
San Francisco on Sunday morning, April 
5, and should pass through the Golden Gate 
about 10 A. M. Preparations are being 
made for a large number of people to wit- 
ness the arrival of the Fleet from Goat 
Island. 


N Wednesday, April 1, the Chamber 

of Commerce of Los Angeles gave a 
luncheon at the Biltmore Hotel for all 
flag officers of the Fleet, their staffs and 
the commanding officers of all ships an- 
chored in Los Angeles harbor. 

On April 1 a big athletic entertainment 
for officers and men of the Fleet was held 
at the Los Angeles Coliseum. There was 
a dual track meet between the U.S.S. Ten- 
nessee and Pennsylvania for the champion- 
ship of the Battle Ship Division and box- 
ing matches between some of the best men 
of the Fleet. In addition to the above, a 
number of athletes who represented the 
United States at the Olympic games and 
who now reside in Los Angeles gave ex- 
hibitions. Jack Dempsey, the heavy- 
weight champion of the world, agreed to 
box an exhibition bout. The entertain- 
ment was largely attended by men from 
the Fleet and by the citizens residing in 
the vicinity. 


HE Bureau of Navigation is arranging 

to send sixteen Captains and a limited 
number of officers of lower rank to the 
Pacific Coast from Honolulu during the 
month of June by commercial transporta- 
tion. A large number of junior officers 
will be transported to the East Coast by 
the Scouting Fleet and also by the U.S.S. 
Henderson on her return trip in July. 


N March 27, Adm. 8S. S. Robison gave 

a large luncheon on board the U.S.S. 
California for the prominent officials of Los 
Angeles, Long Beach and San Pedro. 
About 40 guests, including the mayors of 
these cities and other representative men, 
attended the luncheon.

Fleet, with the U.S.S. Langley, Aroos- 
took and Gannet, did not accompany the 
other units of the fleet to San Francisco 
on April 3 and 4. These units will re- 
main at San Pedro until about April 9 in 
order to load aviation equipment for the 
cruise to the Hawaiian Islands. It is 
expected that they will join the fleet at 
San Francisco about April 11. 


LARGE Naval Parade will be held in 


San Francisco on April 6. About 
seven thousand men from the fleet will 
participate. Rear Admiral Ziegemeier 


will be in command of the forces taking 
part in this parade, assisted by officers 
from all units of the U. S. Fleet. 


URING the stav of the Fleet in San 

Francisco, the submarines, submarine 
tenders and the destroyers of the Secout- 
ing Fleet will be berthed alongside docks 
in San Francisco and Oakland. As many 
destroyers as possible will be berthed 
alongside docks on the San Francisco side 
and in addition the U.S.S. Henderson, 
with the Marines aboard, will be given a 
berth in the China Basin. 


‘THE U.S.S. Hazelwood, now out of 

commission at the Destroyer Base, San 
Diego, will be placed in commission about 
the first of April. The U.S.S. Hazelwood 
will be towed to the Navy Yard, Mare 
Island, and fitted out there for use by the 
Naval Reserves of the Twelfth Naval Dis- 
trict, San Francisco. Lt. Comdr. R. E. 
Bell, U. S. Navy, has been ordered to com- 
mand the Hazelwood and as soon as pos- 


sible a crew will be assembled for her. 
The Hazelwood will replace two Eagle 


Boats now attached to the Twelfth Naval 
District. These Eagle Boats will be as- 
signed to an Eagle Boat Division for 
operation with the fleet. 


HE U.S.S. Pennsylvania, which has 

been undergoing overhaul and repair 
at the Navy Yard, Puget Sound, for the 
past six weeks left the Navy Yard on 
March 24 for San Pedro, and arrived at 
San Pedro March 27. The Flag of Rear 
Admiral Ziegemeier was _ immediately 
shifted to the U.S.S. Pennsylvania from 
the U.S.S. Arizona; Rear Admiral Pratt 
then shifting his Flag from the U.S.S. 
Maryland to the U.S.S. Arizona, and the 
Maryland rejoined Battleship Division 
Five. Rear Admiral Pratt will shift his 
Flag from the U.S.S. Arizona to the 
U.S.S. New Mexico upon the arrival of 
the Fleet in Honolulu, and the U-.S.S. 
Arizona will return to Battleship Division 
Three. 


ETWEEN March 25, the date of force 

battle practice, and April 3, the date for 
leaving Southern California, most of the 
vessels of the Fleet remained at anchor in 
San Pedro and San Diego. During this 
period the Chamber of Commerce of Los 
Angeles arranged in connection with the 
officials of the Universal Studios to pre- 
sent a “Rodeo” at Universal City on March 
31. About 2000 men from the Fleet were 
invited and a great deal of interest was 
shown in the entertainment. 





ALLEGE R. O. T. C. ATTACK 


ECAUSE of alleged slurs on the R.O. 

T.C.. Dean Everett W. Lord, of Bos- 
ton University, is reported to have called 
for the resignation of Miss Henrietta Per- 
kins, "25, the managing editress of “The 
Beanpot” in which an editorial said to be 
derogatory to the R.OT.C. appeared. 
Professor Getchell, the faculty adviser, 
told a Boston newspaper reporter that he 
had called for the editorial and had been 
informed by Miss Perkins that it was too 
late to see it} as it was on the press. She 
had assured him, he is reported as saying, 
that the editorial was perfectly proper.

TEXAS AND ARKANSAS 
IN REDUCED COMMIssIon 


NSTRUCTIONS have been issued jy 
Adm. Edward W. Eberle, Chief of th 
Bureau of Naval Operations, Navy Depart. 
ment, that in order to carry out the present 
modernization program of battleships it wi 
be necessary for the U.S.S. Texas to be gt 
the Norfolk Navy Yard on August 1 and 
the U.S.S. Arkansas to be at the Philadel. 
phia Navy Yard by September 1, or as soo) 
after the completion of the midshipmep;, 
practice cruise as possible. During th 
process of modernization these two ye 
sels will be placed in reduced commission, 
The following instructions were issueq 
by the Navy Department relative to the 
modernization program of these two vessels: 
“The Department directs that the Com. 
mander Scouting Fleet issue the necessary 
orders to have the Texas and Arkansas gt 
the navy yards specified on the dates mep. 
tioned, and that they be placed in reduce 
commission as soon after their arrival ag 
practicable. Full complement will be re. 
tained on the Texas until October 1, and o 
the Arkansas until November 15; afte 
which time the complement will be reduce 
to that to be established by the Bureay of 
Navigation. The Bureau of Navigation yil 
issue the necessary instructions for dispo 
sition of the additional personnel. 


“While in reduced commission the mis 
sion of the ships will be the preservation 
of material, such upkeep and repairs as ca; 
be carried out by the ship’s force, and the 
proper supervision of yard work. Drill 
will be reduced to a minimum consistent 
with the safety of the vessels and the prope 
military discipline of personnel. 

“The Texas and Arkansas will not be re 
quired to maintain their allowance of an- 
munition, explosives, fuel, or of perishable 
or semi-perishable stores. Ammunition will 
be landed as directed by the Bureau of 
Ordnance. Other stores will be retained on 
board, except such as it may be desirabk 
to land at the discretion of the commandin 
officer to expedite the work, for better 
preservation or for security. 

“That part of Reference (a) which states 
that these vessels ‘be maintained in material 
readiness for service and be ready to per- 
form such operations as may be necessary 
to insure efficient performance of the ma- 
terial and to train the personnel,’ will not 
apply in the case of the Texas and 
Arkansas.”

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SPECIAL SERVICE NEWS AND COMMENT 


BY E. B. JOHNS 


HE assignment of Brig. Gen. William S. 

Graves to command the 1st Division, it 
is thought, forecasts his long delayed pro- 
motion to the grade of major general. As 
far as the records of the War Department 
are concerned, it is stated that General 
Graves has a splendid record as command- 
er of the Siberian Expeditionary Force. 

The difficult task which General Graves 
was called upon to perform in carrying out 
the policy of the Wilson administration in 
Siberia, it would appear, should have won 
him a promotion a long time ago. In the 
highest terms, the then Secretary of War 
Baker, both officially and on a number of 
public oceasions, praised General Graves. 


RUMOR FOREIGN INFLUENCE 


OR some time, there have been rumors 
pee that it had been the influence 
of the State Department in yielding to 
pressure from foreign sources that pre- 
vented the advancement of General Graves. 
It is known that General Graves had some 
differences with the English and Japanese 
authorities during the time that he was in 
command in Siberia. This came out in 
hearings before Congressional committees. 

The English and Japanese diplomats had 
a different program in dealing with the 
Siberian situation than that called for by 
the orders that were issued by the President 
through the Secretary of War to General 
Graves. The mystery of the whole affair 
observers declare, is why General Graves 
has been punished because, in carrying out 
the orders to him by the then Commander- 
in-Chief of the Army, he incurred the en- 
mity of the diplomats of other nations. 

Aside from his splendid service in Si- 
beria, General Graves did some wonderful 
work in the War Department during the 
early days of the war, when he was really 
the executive secretary of the General Staff. 
Maj. Gen. Hugh L. Scott was not in very 
good health and a great deal of the re- 
sponsibility of the preliminary work of or- 
ganizing the Army fell upon the shoulders 
of General Graves. Only those who are 
intimately acquainted with the situation 
that confronted General Graves at the be- 
ginning of the war, and the patience with 
which he met it can appreciate what he 
did for the Army and the country. His 
delayed promotion, it is said, will meet 
with general approval throughout the Ser- 
vice, particularly by the officers and men 
who served with him in Siberia. 


NAVY ENLISTED FLYERS 

THE Zureau of Navigation is taking 

steps to encourage the development of 
enlisted flyers in the Navy. It proposes to 
waive some of the requirements of the 
usual methods of promotion and rate en- 
listed men as aviation pilots as soon as they 
can qualify. 

It has been announced that all but 32 
qualified Naval aviation pilots have been 
transferred to the rating of aviation pilots 
in accordance with the Bureau’s circular 
letter 18-24. Of this number, 18 are on 
the Bureau’s eligibility list for chief petty 
oficer ratings. As it is most desirable 
that all men be rated with their qualifica- 
tions, it has been décided to waive the re- 
quirements of holding a chief petty officer 
rating in the cases of the 18 men mentioned, 
and if otherwise qualified, their rating will 
be changed to aviation pilots. 

When this has been accomplished, the 
situation at any time, with regard to the 
qualified enlisted flyers, will be apparent 
from the number of men in the Service, 
of the rating of aviation pilots. 


ANNAPOLIS APPOINTMENTS 

ITH more than ordinary interest, the 

authorities at the Navy Department 
are watching the developments under the 
provision of the Naval Reserve Act which 
authorizes the appointment of 25 Midship- 
men from the enlisted personnel of the 
Naval Reserve and the Marine Corps Re- 
serve. Candidates will be required to 
qualify for the Academy under the same 
conditions that are prescribed by the law 
or the appointment ef enlisted men of the 
regular Navy. 

In some quarters, it is believed that the 
Naval Reserve quota from the Academy 
will be filled promptly. It is thought that 
a very fine type of young men will be se- 
cured from this source. The Army has had 
similar provisions for the National Guard 
for some time, and it has been found that 
splendid material has been secured from the 
National Guard for the Military Academy. 

Considerable disappointment has been ex- 
pressed in the Navy Department at the 
failure of Congress to appropriate funds for 
the enrollment of students in the colleges 
for the Naval Reserve Officers’ Training 


Corps. Regular Navy officers who are in- 
terested in the Naval Reserve were ex- 
pecting much under this provision of the 
Naval Omnibus Bill, but, owing to the lack 
of funds, enrollments for this corps will 
probably not be made until 1927. This 
postpones for a year the development of this 
activity, which, it is expected, will prove to 
be a splendid source for officers of the Na- 
val Reserve. 


NAVY OFFICER TRAVEL PAY 


HE only comment that the Secretary of 

the Navy would make on the letter of 
the Comptroller General, relative to the 
travel pay of the officers who were serv- 
ing with the court-martial trial resulting 
from the Honda Point disaster was that 
he had advised the Comptroller General 


that the letter had been received. The 
Secretary of Navy indicated that he 


thought that the Comptroller General was 
presumptuous in his attempted interfer- 
ence with the administration of the Navy. 

The part of the Comptroller General’s 
letter said to be particularly objectionable 
to the Secretary is as follows: 

“The determination of the necessity of 
travel of officers of the Navy should and 
does primarily rest upon the Navy Depart- 
ment, but if the facts presented, and the 
inferences logically drawn thereupon, dem- 
onstrate that unless travel was authorized 
and performed for the sole purpose of in- 
creasing the rights of officers, this office 
will be placed in the unsought position of 
questioning the necessity of travel and dis- 
allow the increased payments. That this 
situation may be avoided, the facts of this 
case are being brought to the personal at- 
tention of the Secretary of the Navy for 
such inquiry and action as he shall deem 
proper to assure a proper administration 
of the law.” 

The Secretary made it plain that he 
was convinced that the orders for travel 
were carefully drawn and conscientiously 
earried out. He pointed out that the 
Comptroller did not decide anything and 
that he argued that the officers in question 
either traveled too much or too little. 
Several officers assert there is nothing of 
a definite character in the letter to the 
Secretary, other than an attempt to hu- 
miliate some of the most distinguished 
officers in the Navy. The officers referred 
to in the Comptroller General’s letter 
were: Rear Adm. Louis M. Nulton, Rear 
Adm. J. V. Chase, and Capt. Dewitte 
Balmer, of the Navy, and Capt. Ralph E. 
West of the Marine Corps. They were 
under orders to make repeated travel be- 
tween the port to the vessel on which they 
were serving, and San Diego, Calif., where 
the court-martial was held. 


HOUSE MILITARY COMMITTEE 


HILE practically all of the chairmen 

of the House committees for the next 
session have taken charge of their commit- 
tee rooms at the Capitol, the quarters of 
the Military Committee are vacant. They 
are really in charge of Howard F. Sedge- 
wick, who has been clerk of the committee 
for a number of years. 

Inquiry among the Republican leaders 
develops the fact that no chairman has been 
selected, and may not for some time. Rep- 
resentative Morin, the ranking Republican 
on the committee, has not yet indicated 
whether he will accept the chairmanship if 
it is tendered him. There was quite a bitter 
feeling developed in the Pennsylvania dele- 
gation over the speakership contest. For 
the first time, it is believed, in the history 
of the delegation the Pennsylvanians were 
divided. Mr. Morin supported Chairman 
Madden of the House Committee on Appro- 
priations, and there is some question as to 
whether he will receive the support of his 
delegation when the time comes for select- 
ing the chairman of the committee. This 
might prove fatal, even if Mr. Morin should 
become actively a candidate, it is stated. 

If Mr. Morin should be passed over in 
selecting the chairman of the committee, a 
contest among the other members is apt to 
develop. Representative James of Michi- 
gan would be the legical selection, it was 
warned. but he. like Mr. Morin, was with 

e losing side in the speakership fight. 
Whether this will affect his chances for 
the chairmanship has not yet developed. 
Both Mr. Morin and Mr. James are sound 
on military questions, according to report. 


NATIONAL GUARD DRILL PAY 


HE Secretary of War on March 31 
confirmed the report printed in last 
week’s ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL, that the 
order stopping armory drills for the Na- 
tional Guard until the close of the fiscal 


year would be removed. The War De- 
partment is authorized to expend suffi- 
cient funds to bring the average drills of 
each State up to 48. This is the minimum 
authorized for the National Guard under 
the National Defense Act. 

From any standpoint, excepting unrea- 
sonable economy, this is not justified, ob- 
servers hold. The effect of this policy is to 
place the edict of the Bureau of the Bud- 
get above the interests of National De- 
fense. The Director of the Budget, in 
carrying out the so-called Presidential 
economies, has kept just within the law 
and dealt the National Guard a blow from 
which it will be slow to recover. 

All sincere advocates of National De- 
fense hope that this policy is only a tem- 
porary arrangement. Under it, this great 
wealthy country, they declare in effect, 
says: 

“We like to have a National Guard, but 
we can’t afford the allowance for the pa- 
triotic officers and men who are willing to 
serve in it. Under our established policy, 
we do not require all men of the military 
age to serve, as provided for in the old 
Militia Act, but are asking for charity 
from the patriotic citizens of the country. 
Of course, in the event of war, we will call 
you to the colors, and as we did in the 
last great war, send you to the front with 
scant training. But in time of peace, we 
cannot give even those who are willing to 
voluntarily prepare themselves to defend 
our institutions, the allowance that is pro- 
vided for by law.” 

While the restraining hand of the Presi- 
dent was on the appropriations made by 
Congress for armory drill of the National 
Guard, there was considerable discussion 
of bringing a suit against the Government. 
It is understood that the National Guard 
Association had discussed the subject with 
a prominent attorney, and if the ban had 
not been raised the Government would 
have been called upon to defend itself in 
the court. This information, it is stated, 
was conveyed to those in authority, which 
accounts for the fixing of the number of 
drills at the minimum required by law. 


BRITISH AIR SERVICE FIGHT 


HE united air service of Great Britain 

is presenting more vexing personnel 
problems for the Navy and the air service 
than those that confront the American 
Army and Navy, reports indicate. It is 
the dual commission system which has 
been made necessary by the maintaining 
of a fleet air arm in connection with the 
Royal Air Force, which, according to the 
London Morning Post, is distracting the 
flying officers and causing an_ endless 
amount of confusion in the two establish- 
ments. In attacking the present policy of 
the British Government, the Post refers 
to the trade unionism of “flying.” The 
controversy appears to be growing bitter 
and the committee appointed to investi- 
gate the relations between the Navy and 
the Air Force only created new problems 
and more complications, it is said. 

Commenting on the personal features of 
it, the London Morning Post says: 

“The position of the naval officer at- 
tached to the Royal Air Force for duty 
in the Fleet Air Arm was “explained” by 
the original Main Committee in the sum- 
mary alluded to. It includes the follow- 
ing: 

“For example, he continues to be under 
the tactical and disciplinary orders at sea 
of an officer of the service to which he 
permanently belongs, while he is serving 
under the immediate command of an offi- 
cer of the service to which he is tempo- 
rarily attached,” and again: “But while 
after their training under the Air Service 
they will be posted to units of the Navy 
by the Air Service on the nomination of 
the Admiralty and will serve under the 
immediate command of Air Service offi- 
cers, yet afloat they will be under the ulti- 
mate command of the naval officers of the 
fleet.” 

“There is more of it, but these are the 
gems of lucidity. 

“A recent Admiralty order announces 
that Naval or Marine officers granted Air 
Force rank during attachment are to be 
given temporary R.A.F. commissions in 
order to define their status and authority 
under Air Force Law. Such commissions 
are not in any way to affect their naval 
or marine status of authority. So we 
find: ‘Attached naval officers will invari- 
ably be addressed by their naval titles, and 
if their naval rank is relatively higher 
than their Air Force rank they will take 
precedence (but not command) among Air 
Force officers in accordance with the 


naval rank.’ There seem to be the mak- 
ings of some nice distinctions between eti- 
quette and discipline here. An officer who 
takes ‘precedence but not command’ will 
presumably have the satisfaction of going 
into dinner or returning from a funeral in 
front of an officer who is his superior on 
the parade ground. 


DUAL RANK AND STATUS 
“But this is not all. The position of 
these officers when embarked is defined 
in yet another Admiralty order, which says: 

‘They will have the rank and status and 
authority of their Air Force rank when 
they are engaged in specialist air duties; 
at other times, when they are engaged in 
general naval duties, they will have their 
naval or R.M. rank, status and authority. 

“Lastly, the regulations permit of their 
‘advancement in the Royal Air Force 
under R.A.F. Regulations, irrespective of 
rank in the Royal Navy or Royal Marines, 
and such advancement will be determined 
by the Air Ministry in consultation with 
the Admiralty.’ 

“After reading these definitions and in- 
structions, one can only imagine a cross- 
eyed and distracted lunatic debating with 
himself whether he ought to obey a ‘tac- 
tical and disciplinary’ order of his naval 
commander or the ‘immediate command’ 
of his Air Force superior, or whether, in 
his Air Force capacity, he is senior to the 
former and in his naval capacity to the 
latter, and, therefore, can take precedence 
of both, and if he does so whether he will 
lose his naval commission in the Air Force 
or his Air Force commission in the Navy, 
and, if so, what will be his ‘ultimate.’ 
end? 

“In practice, of course, the right type 
of officer, whether naval or Air Force, 
‘gets on with the work’ and ignores the 
imbecilities of the system, but it is not 
war; it is not even a safe and logical 
foundation on which to build a vital meas- 
ure of defense in war. And the whole 
child-like business is to save the face of 
the Air Ministry and preserve the Trade 
Union of ‘flying.’ ” 


STATUS OF BEAUFORT CASE 


OTHER than that the Court of Inquiry 
has recommended the trial by court- 
martial of five or six of the officers of the 
Beaufort, when she was searched for in- 
toxicating liquor, at Norfolk on February 
24, after her return from the West Indies, 
no announcement has been made at the 
Navy Department. It is stated that Com- 
mander D. W. Fuller was exonerated by 
the Board of Inquiry and that his relief, 
which appears in orders, has nothing to do 
with the investigation. The personnel of 
the Court and the officers who are to be 
tried has not been given out as yet. : 
There is a report current that the action 
on ‘the part of the Commandant of the 
Naval District was due to the charge that 
was made by an officer on the Beaufort. 
It is stated that an officer’s wife com- 
plained to the prohibition enforcement au- 
thorities and upon the alleged information 
which she furnished the prohibition agents, 
the summary action of the Naval District 
Commandant was taken.

ARMY MEDICAL SCHOOL 
WASHINGTON, D. C. 

HE graduation exercises for the classes 

of 1924-25 for Junior Aides in the Army 
Hospital Training Courses in Occupational 
Therapy and in Physiotherapy were held 
at Walter Reed General Hospital, Army 
Medical Center, March 27. 

The program consisted of: Introductory 
remarks by Maj. George F. Lull, M.C., 
director of Occupational Therapy; address 
by Lt. Col. A. C. Monahan, Sanitary O.R. 
C.:; presentation of certificates by Maj. Gen. 
Merritte W. Ireland. Surgeon General, U. 
S. Army, and an informal tea. 

The Army hospital training course in 
Occupational Therapy for aides is limited 
to a class of ten students, and covers a 
period of six months. It is under the di- 
rection of Maj. George F. Lull, M.C., and 
includes both theoretical and _ practical 
work. Opportunity is also given the stu- 
dents to attain greater proficiency in spe- 
cial phases of weaving, basketry, woodwork, 
jewelry, metal, glazing and firing of pottery. 
Applicants for this course must be gradu- 
ates of accredited schools of Occupational 
Therapy, and in addition must have cred- 
its for at least one year of college or spe- 
cial training. 

The Army hospital. training course in 
Physiotherapy for aides is limited to a 
class of 15, and covers a period of six 
months. It includes both theoretical and 
practical work, the last two months of the 
course being utilized for special practical 
instruction under individual supervision of 
instructors, in the classroom and wards of 
the hospital. Applicants for the course 
must be graduates of accredited schools of 
physical education having courses of not 
less than two years. Candidates for these 
two courses must be between 20 and 30 
years of age and pass a physical examina- 
tion at Walter Reed General Hospital.

THE SIGNAL CORPS 





MOVEMENT is on foot to effect a 

national organization of communication 
specialists throughout the country, to be 
known as the American Signal Corps Asso- 
ciation. According to the present plans, an 
organization meeting will be held within 
the“next few months at a place to be de- 
cided upon later. The association will be 
composed of Reserve officers, previously 
commissioned officers, and civilians possess- 
ing technical and administrative qualifica- 
tions in the communication line. At pres- 
ent the ten Signal Corps posts, organized 
locally. have a membership of approximately 
600. distributed as follows: 

Boston, 75; New York. 125; Baltimore, 
25; Philadelphia, 25; Chicago, 125; San 
Antonio, 25; Houston, 50; San Francisco, 
27; Seattle, 22; Washington, DP. C., 40, and 
Kansas City, 30. 

Each of the above mentioned posts have 
been sent a draft of the constitution and 
by-laws, which, when finally adopted by the 
posts, will pave the way for holding the 
organization meeting, at which a national 
working organization will be perfected. It 
is pointed out by those fostering the na- 
tional movement that the principal activi- 
ties of the posts will consist of a study of 
the military problems affecting military 
communications and the reading of papers 
on various scientific accomplishments in the 


communication line, on the completion of 
which members of the association will en- 
gage in a discussion of the subject. 

The national organization will authorize 
the formation of a national directorate, 
which will be composed of all the regional 
directors. Only regional directors will be 
eligible to hold a national office. The pres- 
ent regional directors, according to corps 
areas, are composed of the following: 1st 
Capt. Thomas H. Dooling; 2d Lt. Col. Rob- 
ert W. Maloney and Lt. Ira D. Hough; 3d, 
Gen. John J. Carter and Maj. Stuart M. 
Conant; 4th, Lt. Lawrence E. Mansfield; 
5th, Maj. BE. H. Fuller; 6th, Lt. Col. John 
A. Kick and Maj. H. H. Frost; 7th, Maj. 
Leon E. Rudd; 8th, Maj. Joseph E. Hague; 
9th, Maj. R. F. Conlisk.

Midshipmen Win 23 Points, 
Taking Four of Seven 
Championships 





DEFEAT FIVE COLLEGES 


GHOWING real science and ring ability, 
the Naval Academy boxing team cap- 
tured intercollegiate honors at Philadelphia 
on March 28 against the pick of the fistic 
talent from the Eastern colleges. Yale, 
heralded as a strong contender stood fifth 
in the final ranking despite the excellent 
showing the Eli’s made in a dual meet with 
the Midshipmen just a few weeks ago.

MERMEN SECOND IN 
INTERCOLLEGIATE SWIM 


ONE record fell in the finals of the 18th 
annual meet of the Intercollegiate 
Swimming Association held in Carnegie 
Pool at New Haven on March 28, Navy 
standing second in the team competition. 

Hawkins of Princeton, swimming the 440- 
yard event, covered the distance in 5.17, 
two seconds less than the former record of 
5.19, which he made himself a year ago. 

Though team scores were not officially 
counted, unofficial figures gave Yale a total 
of 21 1-2 points, with Navy, 14; Princeton, 
8 1-2; Columbia, 6; Rutgers, 5; Pennsyl- 
vania, 4; College of the City of New York, 
3, and Brown, 1. 

Wycoff of the Navy was the individual 
star, winning firsts in the 220-yard swim 
and 100-yard dash. 

Hall of Yale won the 150-yard back 
stroke, took second in the 50-yard dash and 
tied for third in the 100-yard dash. Bron- 
son of Yale took a first in the 50-yard 
dash and was nosed out by inches by 
Wycoff in the 100-yard dash. 

Allen of Navy won the 200-yard breast 
stroke by several feet, but was disqualified 
because of alleged incorrect leg motion. 

Hawkins of Princeton, who broke the 
collegiate record in the 220-yard swim in 
the semi-finals, was scratched in the event 
tonight in order to compete in the 440- 
yard swim. 

Wycoff of Navy, who was the winner in 


the 220-yard, covered the distance in 2 
minutes 23 3-5 seconds, but one-fifth of a 
second under the collegiate record.

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ARMY AIR SERVICE 





HE Army Air Service and the Bureau of 

Aeronautics, Navy Department, with a 
yiew to defending the Pulitzer speed trophy 
for airplanes and the Schneider cup trophy 
for seaplanes, are co-operating in the pro- 
curement of suitable high speed planes to 
defend these trophies. — 

These air speed classics have been notable 
for their development of engineering talent, 
which has been translated _into service 
equipment in the Army and Navy, and the 
continuance of the military and naval es- 
tablishments in this international competi- 
tion fur the high speed supremacy of the 
air, is a recognition of this valuable school 
of development, as well as a stimulus to the 
interest of the public in aviation generally. 

Steps have been taken looking to the 
procurement jointly of three planes for the 
Army and Navy—one speed plane will be 
allocated to the Army, one speed plane will 
be allocated to the Navy; the third plane 
will be held in reserve as available to that 
service which may have need of it. Un- 
official arrangements have been made with 
the Curtiss Company of Garden City, L. I., 
to proceed with the work on these planes. 
A fourth plane will be partially built for 
destruction tests. This plane will be the 
first one to be constructed and will incorpo- 
rate all the essential framework and other 
features of the planes which will actually be 
used for racing. It will be built for the 
sake of safety in that its strength will be 
thoroughly tested with bags of sand placed 
over the surface until these surfaces are 
destroyed, in order to determine the exact 
factor of safety of the vital parts. 

It is expected that the Pulitzer races will 
take place during the early part of October, 
and the Schneider cup race, which is the 
trophy to be defended by this country 
against foreign competition, will be held 
during the latter part of October. The 
location of the meets has not as yet been 
announced and will later be determined by 


the National Aeronautic Association, which 
has cognizance over all arrangements for 
the holding of the races. ; 

The new racing planes, it is expected, will 
be delivered early in September in order to 
provide ample time for flight tests and prac- 
tice flights prior to the actual races. 


GTAFF SERGT. R. L. BOSE and Corp. 
A. Bergo of the Army Air Service, on 
duty at Mitchell Field, Long Island, N. Y., 
performed a daring feat recently to disprove 
an old belief that a person falling from a 
great height loses consciousness. They 
leaped from an airplane 3000 feet in the air 
and jet themselves drop 1000 feet before 
opening their parachutes, thrilling a crowd 
of several hundred persons, who had gath- 
ered on the field to watch the intrepid air- 
men. 

After they had reached the field, both 
men said that at no time had they lost 
control of themselves. They declared that 
they breathed easily, but experienced a 
thrill when their bullet-like flights to earth 
were suddenly checked by the opening para- 
chutes. 

Maj. W. N. Hensley, commanding at 
Mitchell Field, said that the test showed 
that a person in normal physical condition 
jumping from the Woolworth Building 
tower would retain his senses until he 
reached the pavement. 


NSTRUCTIONS have been issued by the 

Adjutant General of the Army prohibit- 
ing the low-flying of Army aircraft over 
water, except in case of emergency. In his 
directions to the Service, the adjutant gen-

Year the method of training the Reserves 
is a matter of great interest to the off- 
cers in the Reserve Corps. This is the 
first year where the National Defense De 
partment has inaugurated the system of 
Unit training and in so far as the plan 
has been developed it has met the hearty 
approval of the Officers’ concerned. The 
ingrafting of the innovation upon other 
existing training methods has made the 
new system somewhat of an experiment 
and there is much yet to be accomplished. 
Summarizing the opinions of the various 
Reserve Officers who have experienced 
training under the new system the follow- 
ing suggestions are advanced: 

Arrangements should be made to fur 
nish Reserve Officers copies of all Training 
Regulations relating to their particular 
branch of the service, as well as Special 
Regulations of general import. No er 
penditure made in connection with Re 
serve Officers Training will yield better 
results for the itivestment. 

All courses, open to the Regulars or of 
the National Guard at the different service 
schools, should also be open to the Re- 
serves, and detail to such schools to the 
extent which appropriations will permit, 
should be encouraged. 

The summer training should be designed 
to give the officers actual experience in the 
performance of the duties which they will 
be called upon to perform in case of aD 
emergency. To fulfill this purpose, troops, 
material, and equipment should be pro 
vided at the camps of instruction so that 
student officers may deal with actualities 
and not imaginary bodies or equipment. 

Field exercises, demonstrations, and the 
exercise of command, are the greatest aids 
to training in the Field Artillery. 

Lectures should be eliminated especially 
where the subject can be brought to the 
attention of the officers in any other wa/, 
and talks confined to matters of general 
import, and to outlining the work of the 
succeeding day. 

Where class-room work is held such work 
should be conducted in the form of dis- 
cussions, questions, and explanations based 
upon lessons assigned from tests previous:

LEGAL DEPARTMENT 





BY SAMUEL T. ANSELL 


The following digest of Comptroller General's 
decisions is announced: 


1. Ina review of a settlement wherein a Naval 
officer was found indebted to the United States in 
the sum of $2,419.61 as commutation of quarters, 
heat and light on account of @ dependent parent 
for various periods, it was held: 


‘“‘No evidence has been filed in support of the 
alleged dependency of the father prior to his death 
and that submitted to substantiate the contention 
that the mother was dependent during the period 
in which allowances were claimed on her account 
consists of an affidavit executed by the mother on 
October 23, 1923, relative to her circumstances 
during the period from March 31, 1920, to March 
31, 1922, and this affidavit discloses the following 
facts: She was approximately 61 years old, in 
good health, resided with her daughter in a house- 
hold maintained by them jointly on a ‘50-50 
basis.’ 


‘In addition to the daughter with whom she re- 
sided and the officer son, she has another son 
who is employed at a salary of about $150 per 
month. She had tangible personal property valued 
at $100 and intangible personal property consisting 
of stocks, bonds and bank deposits valued at 
$6,682.74. She averred that her income from her 
property was $32 per month, The contributions 
receiyed from the officer son are stated to have 
been $120 in 1918, $550 in 1919, $490 in 1920, $480 
in 1921 and $114 in 1922. And these contributions, 
with the income from her investments, are alleged 
to have been her entire income. The contribu- 
tions averred to have been made by the officer 
son averaged about $34 per month. From the facts 
represented it is concluded that a mother who 
owns approximately $6,700 worth of property is 
not dependent within the meaning of the act of 
April 16, 1918, upon an officer son who supple- 
mented her income from such property with a 
contribution of approximately $35 per month.’’ 
(Zemke’s case, March 19, 1925.) 


2. An officer of the Medical Corps of the Army 
requested review of a settlement charging him 
with $1,717.51, representing payments of commu- 
tation of quarters, heat and light paid him on his 
certificate that his parents were dependent upon 
him for more than one-half the cost of a reasonable 
living. 

After reviewing the case in great detail, in 
which it was shown that seven affidavits in sup- 
port of the claim had been filed, the Comptroller 
General said: ‘‘The situation apparently disclosed 
by the divergent statements of facts is that during 
the period from April 16, 1918, to and including 
September, 1918, the father had an income from 
his profession as a lawyer sufficient for himself 
and wife and that after giving up bis profession, 
not due on the allegations made in this case to his 
own physical or mental disability, but for the 
alleged purpose of caring for his mentally unbal- 
anced wife, their income was over $85 per month. 


‘‘The discrepancies apparent from the recitation 
of the allegations that have been made in this case 
and those made in connection with the claim pre- 
sented to the Veterans’ Bureau, as well as the 
discrepancies in the representations made in this 
case, and the improper claim of the officer of com- 
mutation of heat and light November 1, 1919, to 
May 31, 1920 (if the father’s affidavit as to the 
number of rooms occupied is to be believed) raise 
a question as to the good faith of the officer which 
may justify inquiry by the War Department. Cer- 
tainly the situation disclosed requires that the 
settlements be, and they hereby are, sustained.’’ 
(Carroll’s case, March 20, 1925.) 


3. By reference of the Secretary of the Navy, 
concerning a credit to an ensign of $101.74 as 
commutation of quarters, heat and light on ac- 
count of dependent mother for the period April 1 
to June 25, 1921, it was stated: No evidence 
other than the officer’s affidavit that he had fur- 
nished his own certificate at time of payment and 
that he believed he had been unjustly checked has 
been furnished. It is noted also he has not 
claimed the increased allowances while on sea duty 
since evidence of dependency has been required. 
In the absence of evidence to support the alleged 
dependency of the mother the item will be dis- 
allowed in next settlement of disbursing officer’s 
account. (Wiedman’s case, March 17, 1925.) 


4. A supply officer, U, S. Navy, applied for re- 
view of a settlement wherein credit was dis- 
allowed in his accounts for $282.66 paid to an 
ensign as rental allowances by reason of an al- 
leged dependent mother, for the period June 30, 
1923, to February 1, 1924. Passing over the con- 
tradictory and divergent statements and facts 
shown, on the allegations made the mother’s in- 
come during the year 1923 from other cources was 
$700 and, whether the son contributed $100 or 
$500, it is apparent that he was not the mother’s 
chief support, especially so as the mother’s income 
without his assistance was either $1,220 or $1,170 
(according to the different affidavits) during the 
calendar year 1922 and $1,170 during the calendar 
year 1921. (Mann’s case, March 21, 1925.) 


5. The Secretary of War asked further con- 
sideration with respect to the rights to rental 
allowance of Reserve officers and National Guard 
officers, as defined in decisions of December 27, 
1924, 4 Comp. Gen. 571, and February 6, 1925, 4 
Comp. Gen., — and called attention to the 
fact that in decision of December 27, 1924, it was 
held that: 





“For the purpose of this decision it will be 
understood that in no case will the order fix a 
period of active duty in excess of 60 days under 
section 27-a, a period of training or instruction in 
excess of 30 days under section 94 or 97 nor in 
excess of 3 months under section 99.’’ 


In the course of the reply it was said: 


“Your submission of January 15, 1925, had ref- 
erence to National Guard officers only. You now 


suggest that as Reserve officers attend service 
schools under the same conditions as do National 
Guard officers similar extension of time should be 
made for such duty under section 37-a of the 
National Defense Act. For some years there has 
appeared a restriction in the appropriation under 
which active duty pay for members of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps is paid. * * * This is a restriction 
and limitation on the authority contained in sec- 
tion 37-a. In addition to the exception made in 
decision of December 27, 1924, as to members of 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps on active duty for 
training under section 37-a of the National De- 
fense Act for short periods not exceeding sixty 
days, what has been said with respect to officers 
of the National Guard attending service schools 
under section 99 of the National Defense Act may 
be applied to members of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps attending service schools pursuant to law 
when their orders clearly show the duty to which 
ordered, the course to be attended and the dura- 
tion of the course. It should be understood this 
does not include any other form of training, what 
was said in the decision of December 27, 1924, 
being applicable to such other training only if the 
duration be sixty days or less.’’ 


The Secretary also requested decision as to 
whether the length of the school term or the 
entire period of active duty (school term plus 
travel time) should be considered in determining 
whether or not the duty period of any individual 
officer is within the limits prescribed with refer- 
ence to permanent duty station. 


Held: ‘‘As the amendment of section 99 of the 
National Defense Act, September 22, 1922, 42 
Stat, 1035, specifically includes right to pay ‘for 


the necessary period of travel from and to his 
home station’ such time in transit may be treated 
as included within the limits as herein and hereto- 
fore fixed.’’ 


The Secretary’s letter contained the following 
paragraph: “It is further requested that the 
status with reference to permanent station be de- 
cided where officers of the two classes are ordered 
to duty for periods in excess of the prescribed 
limits as well as where the duty periods are with- 
in such limits.’’ 


Held: “Officers of the National Guard are 
members of the militia. They are a part of the 
Army of the United States only when in the ser- 
vice of the United States and, except when in the 
service of the United States either under a call 
or draft, they are entitled to pay only when and 
to the extent the statute specifically provides. 
The periods heretofore fixed as to officers of the 
National Guard when entitled to pay under sec- 
tions 94, 97 and 99 of the National Guard, were 
fixed on the assumption that periods of service 
under those provisions of law would not exceed 
the limits fixed. The practice for many years has 
been to limit encampment training in the National 
Guard under section 94 and under the earlier stat- 
utes applicable to the organized militia to fifteen 
days per year; the limit of thirty days was fixed 
in the decision for this class of service to provide 
for possible excess of a few days. If the appro- 
priations for the National Guard should make 
possible a longer period of encampment training 
than thirty days, it may then be necessary to 
consider what the situation of the officers will be 
with respect to permanent or temporary station, 
but until that situation arises the necessity for 
decision is not apparent. Camps of instruction 
under section 97 have not been of extended dura- 
tion, and should any be held or contemplated for 
a longer period than thirty days, specific submis- 
sion giving the facts should be presented that the 
matter may be properly considered. If attendance 
at a service school should exceed the time herein 
and heretofore fixed, the officer will be considered 
as on duty at his permanent station and his rights 
to rental allowance determined on the facts of 
the situation under the law and regulations appli- 
eable. 


‘So far as members of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps are concerned, they are officers of the United 
States, serving under commissions of limited dura- 
tion, five years. The very nature of thefr relation 
is temporary when contrasted with the relation 
existing between an officer of the Regular Army 
and the Government. The provision respecting 
rental allowance and the construction of the term 
‘permanent station’ must, however, have applica- 
tion to them and those provisions must operate in 
the identical manner it does in the case of officers 
of the Regular Army. When, therefore, a mem- 
ber of the Officers’ Reserve Corps is ordered to 
active duty other than for training for any period, 
for training duty in excess of sixty days or train- 
ing duty at a service school in excess of the pe- 
riods herein and heretofore fixed, his rights to 
rental allowance will be determined by the facts 
existing and under the same rules as are applica- 
ble to officers of the Regular Army. 


“It should be observed that the effect of the 
decisions of December 27, 1924, February 6, 1925, 
and herein is to permit citizens holding commis- 
sions in forces supplemental to the Regular Army 
to occupy public quarters when undergoing train- 
ing for limited periods and receive the rental 
allowance as on duty at a temporary station, 
although the quarters so occupied are obviously 
adequate for the duty to which assigned, having 
been provided for that specific purpose. The rea- 
sons for the holding were set forth in decision of 
December 27, 1924, Such reasoning has no appli- 
cation when the officer is entitled to pay other- 
wise than as indicated in those decisions. A right 
to rental allowance will not be created by con- 
struction by this office of the terms ‘permanent 
station’ and ‘temporary duty station’ to relieve 
the War Department of its duty under the law to 
provide for the assignment of adequate quarters 
where such are available.’’ 


SERVICE PUBLICATIONS 


NAVAL AVIATION, compiled by Lt. W. W. 
Warlick of the Department of Seamanship, U. 8. 
Naval Academy; published by the U. S. Nava] In- 
stitute, Annapolis, Md.; price $1.75. 

Naval Aviation is the textbook used for the mid- 
shipmen in the Department of Seamanship, U. 8. 
Naval Academy. It is peculiarly appropriate at 
this time because of the recent dispute which has 
raged over the question of the use of aviation. 
While a textbook, the language used is simple, 
with the result that all parts of it are readily 
understood, not only by an officer of the Army or 
Navy, but also by non-professional people as well. 


From the introduction, which tells the history of 
naval aviation, to chapter thirteen, it deals with 
the future of aviation in war. All phases of 
naval aviation, materiel, fire power, tactics and 
strategy are dealt with. One of the most in- 
teresting chapters is that on fighting, which, be- 
sides giving all the improved methods, contains 
some very vivid descriptions of some cf. the com- 
bats of the fighting ‘‘aces’’ during the recent war. 
A chapter on observation shows that since the 
war aerial observation as a means of fire control 
has taken as important a place in the Navy as it 
gained in the Army during the war. 


The value now attached to this method of obser- 
vation is summed up as follows: ‘‘Until the ad- 
vent of aircraft it has been practically impossible 
to open or maintain effective fire unless the target 
is visible from the firing ship. In cases of low 
visibility the range is required to be reduced. A 
well-laid smoke screen has been considered as 
putting an end to effective gun fire, and has, 
therefore, been thought of principally as a defen- 
sive measure. By the use of aircraft as an obser- 
vation platform it becomes entirely practicable to 
fire with fair effectiveness under conditions where 
o target is completely obscured from the firing 
ships.” 


In the chapter on torpedoing and bombing, the 
fact is brought out that the Navy which neglects 
to provide itself with adequate defenses against 
such attacks from enemy aircraft and to provide 
its own fleet with these weapons for use against 
the enemy’s surface craft and bases is in serious 
danger of defeat. This chapter also clearly brings 
out a fact well-known to Artillerymen on land 
and sea, but ignored by the daily press in discus- 
sions of the recent controversy, and that is the 
difference in the effect produced between a high 
explosive bursting against armor and a projectile 
which penetrates before bursting. 

The ability of the fighting plane to destroy 
bombers, the greater number of this type of 
planes which a carrier or ship of any type can 
possess, coupled with the great destructiveness of 
the gun fire in a fleet with superior fire power, is 
the basis of a very interesting discussion as to 
whether or not a Navy which intends to take 
the offensive should not be primarily equipped with 
fighting planes. 


To any one at all interested in the recent dis- 
cussion with respect to aviation, the book cannot 
fail to be other than of absorbing interest. Be- 
cause of the frankly recognized and discussed 
greater naval efficiency, the book should be read by 
every officer of the Army and Navy. 


THIRD YEAR BOOK OF THE GREATER BOS- 
TON CHAPTER, MILITARY ORDER OF THE 
WORLD WAR. Published by the Chapter yearly. 
Duplicate copies $1.00. 

The Third Year Book of the Boston Chapter is 
equal to the two previous books gotten out by the 
chapter. Walter M. Fratt, historian of the chap- 
ter, has acted as editor and has done an excellent 
bit of work. The names, rank, address and branch 
of the service of each member is published. A 
note issued about the book explains that where 
omissions have occurred when the member con- 
cerned did not furnish the editor with the infor- 
mation requested. 


The general excellence of the publication leads 
to the belief that these books should be an integral 
part of the records of not only the chapter for 
which it was printed, but of every military so- 
ciety in the country.

ADDRESSES RESERVES 
AJOR TOWNSEND WHELAN, Ord- 
nance Department addressed the Bir- 
mingham Chapter of the Reserve Officers’ 
Association on March 5. The subject of 
his address was “Industrial Mobilization.” 

Major Whelan is at present on a tour of 
the procurement districts of the United 
States under the direction of the Secretary 
of War. While in Birmingham he was 
able to meet fifty of the industrial leaders 
of this district who were present as the 
guests of the Reserve officers. Maior 
Whelan stated “that the Birmingham dis- 
trict because of its natural resources and 
its comparative immunity from enemy in- 
vasion, is regarded as one of the -.greatest 
centers of supply for army materiel in the 
United States and would be one of the first 
centers of industry to be called upon for 
supplies in the event of war. Prior to 
1917 we had no conception of the war that 
we were about to be involved in. 

“We made plans for man-power alone 
thinking that our few arsenals and our 
peace time contractors would furnish us 
with the necessary munitions. The out- 
break of the war was a tremendous strain 
not only upon the War Department but 
upon the entire industrial fabric of our 
nation. We have learned a lesson from 
our past war experience and have taken 
steps now to decentralize procurement. 
The United States is divided into fourteen 
procurement districts with headquarters in 
the principal industrial centers.”

COAST GUARD NOTES 





ITH the sailing of the Tampa from 

Boston on March 23d, the Interna- 
tional Service of Ice Observation, Ice 
Patrol, and Ocean Derelict Destruction was 
inaugurated for the season of 1925. The 
Modoc will shortly sail from Boston to re- 
lieve the Tampa, and these two vessels will 
alternate in patroling the ice-patrol area 
in the North Atlantic under the provisions 
of the International Convention for the 
Safety of Life at Sea, signed at London on 
January 20, 1924. The object of the Patrol 
is to locate icebergs and field ice nearest 
to the North Atlahtic lane routes, and in 
addition a comprehensive study is made of 
water temperatures, salinities, currents. 
etc., for scientific purposes. At 6 A. M. and 
6 P. M. (75th meridian time) ice informa- 
tion is broadcasted by the vessel on patrol 
on a wave length of 706 meters, and at 7 
A. M. and 7 P. M. (75th meridian time) 
similar information is broadcasted on 1621 
meters. The radio call letters NIDK have 
been assigned to the International Ice 
Patrol. This is a special call for the ves- 
sel actually on Ice Patrol, and should not 
be confused with the regular radio call let- 
ters assigned to the individual vessels. 

In past seasons difficulty has been ex- 
perienced at times in maintaining reliable 
radio communication with the shore sta- 
tions for transmission of ice and metero- 
logical reports, ete.. and with a view to 
correcting this condition and to insure the 
Ice Patrol being equipped with the most 
efficient communication facilities for han- 
dling the extensive and important radio 


work with which it is charged, radio ap- 
paratus of the most modern type has been 


installed on the Tampa and Modoc. These 
sets of 2 kilowatt power and with attach- 
ments for carrying on telephonic communi- 
cation are confidently expected to meet 
the exacting requirements of the Ice Pa- 
trol, and, if necessary, will permit com- 
municatiton with European stations. The 
operation of these sets, together with the 
experiments to be conducted with the sonic 
depth finder for detecting icebergs by 
sound reflection, will be watched with in- 
terest. 

The Service enjoys an enviable reputa- 
tion for efficient maintenance of this Inter- 
national Service and for the important con- 
tributions given to the scientific world on 
oceanographic conditions in the North At- 
lantic, and this season’s patrol with im- 
proved radio facilities and with a large 
program ahead of it for scientific work 
gives promise of adding great credit upon 
the service.

The recent reaction in the stock market has gone 
to such lengths that certain issues again are 
purchases, conspicuous among them being the rail- 
roads. Naturally there are certain stocks in that 
group which are more attractive than others 
at their respective levels. For those who want 
high grade dividend payers, together with pros- 
pects of appreciation, Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe, New York Central, and Southern Pacific 
stand out. A second group that 1s attractive is 
composed of Missouri Pacific preferred, not now 
paying a dividend, and Wabash preferred A, 
upon which dividend action has just recently been 
taken. A third group, for speculation only, is 
composed of Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford, and Wabash com- 
mon stocks. 

The general railroad situation is probably the 
soundest it has ever been. Traffic so far in 1925 
has broken all previous records for that season 
of the year, even including 1924, which was sen- 
sationally in advance of all other years. The 
physical condition is good, cars and locomotives 
in need of heavy repairs being at practically a 
minimum, the number being cut in half since 
the program was put into effect three years ago 
to bring equipment up to the highest state of 
efficiency ever established. 

Much new equipment has been purchased during 
the last three years, and many millions have been 
expended in improving roadbed, Consequently, 
maintenance expenses in 1925 should return to 
a more normal basis as the slack created by the 
war has now been taken up. The outlook for 
continued record-breaking traffic means greater, 
or at least as large, gross operating revenues as 
in 1924. With as equally a large income and 
probably a smaller outgrow, the prospect for satis- 
factory net earnings is bright. 

Atchison recently increased its dividend te 7 
per cent. and an increase in the common stock 
by $100,000,000 has been authorized by the stock- 
holders. The purpose of the latter move has not 
yet been explained, but it would seem quite plaus- 
ible to expect future financing, 1n view of the 
stable earning power of the company, to take 
the form of stock issues, instead of bonds. It 
is probable, also, that in mergers which will take 
place later, the new authorized stock will be 
exchanged for the securities of other roads. In 
either event, present-day stockholders are likely 
to receive valuable rights which should enhance 
the market value of the stock. 

On May 1 the privilege of converting the New 
York Central debenture 6s, 1935, expires, and 
after that date the stock should advance appre- 
ciably. Bondholders are now converting their 
holdings and many of them are selling the stock 
and reinvesting the proceeds in other bonds, simply 
because they are in the habit of buying bonds 
instead of holding stocks for income. Southern 
Pacific is a very successful earner, and it has 
been expected for some time that a more liberal 
policy toward stockholders would be inaugurated. 
It has doubled its operating revenues during the 
last 10 years, and at the same time interest on its 
funded debt has decreased each year. Southern 
Pacific will be the nucleus of probably the next 
important merger in the West. It recently ac- 
quired the El Paso & Southwestern which is in- 
terpreted as a step in that direction. 

Missouri Pacific preferred has an accumulation 
of $32.50 a share on The stock which, when it is 
paid off, will reduce the present market price to a 
low level for a potential 5 per cent. dividend 
payer. Whether or not the accumulation will 
be paid off in cash is doubtful, but in case of 
a merger, it could be liquidated throngh the pay- 
ment of securities. This road is also making prog- 
ress toward the formation of a major system, 
having recently acquired control of the New 
Orleans, Texas & Mexico which in turn gives 
it control of the International & Great Northern. 
It also controls the Texas & Pacific and has a 
one-half interest in the Denver & Rio Grande 
Western. 

Wabash preferred A has just gone on a 5 per 
cent. basis and at present prices is very cheap. 
The preferred B will probably be converted, leav- 
ing the common next in line for payment. The 
speculative possibilities in the junior issue conse- 
quently are good. 

Rock Island common is valuable on account of 
its merger possibilities. It connects with the 
Southern Pacific system at Santa Rosa, N. M., 
and will probably become a part of that sys- 
tem under the consolidation plan of the Trans- 
portation Act. It has recently acquired control 
in the St. Louis Southwestern, which gives it 
much greater value as a merger factor. Dividends 
on the common stock are not imminent; it might 
be exchanged for Southern Pacific which would in 
substance amount to the initiation of dividends. 
The position of the New Haven was entirely 
changed during 1924 and the early part of this 
year. It was able to earn its fixed charges for 
the first time since 1917 and to show a sizable 
surplus. It has also successfully financed the 
maturity of $23,000,000 6 per cent. bonds. The 
outlook for increased revenues is good, not be- 
eause of greater traffic, but a reclassification of 
rates, and the combination of these factors give 
the stock good speculative possibilities.
